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Although  cash  receipts  from  crops  for  the  country  as  a  whole  were  slightly  higher 
in  1945  than  in  1944,  they  were  below  1944  in  nearly  half  of  the  States,  especially  in 
the  South  and  East  where  a  substantial  proportion  of  the  income  came  from  cotton  or 
apples.  In  States  showing  greatest  gains,  a  large  part  of  the  income  was  obtained  from 
tobacco,  corn,  and  truck  crops.

Preliminary  estimates  now  indicate  that  total  cash  receipts 
from  farm  marketings  in  January  were  10530  million  dollars „  slightly  less 
than  in  January  19^-5 »         iU  percent  "below  December,,    Crop  receipts  de- 
clined 20  percent  from  the  preceding  month0  to  66l  million  dollars B  a 
greater  drop  than  occurred  during  the  past  2  years c    Receipts  from  live- 
stock and  products  amounted  to  869  million  dollars,  a  decrease  of  9  per- 
cent from  December ^ 

Data  now  available  indicate  that  total  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings  in  February  may  have  "been  slightly  lower  than  in  February  19^5p 
and  about  15  percent  "below  January  19^6P  reflecting  the  shorter  month* 
Cash  receipts  from  livestock  dropped  about  10  percent  from  January  (,  and 
crops  about  20  percent v  tobacco  showing  the  greatest  decrease. 

Indications  for  March  and  April 

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  March  may  be 
moderately  above  February  and  about  the  same  as  in  March  19^5 >    Crops  will 
probably  show  little  change  from  February  as  food  grains  increase  and 
cotton  and  tobacco  decline  seasonally.    A  significant  gain  is  expected 
in  livestock,  reflecting  seasonal  increases  in  the  production  of  dairy 
and  poultry  product s» 

In  April,  total  cash  receipts  may  be  nearly  the  same  as  in 
March  but  slightly  lower  than  in  April  19^5°    Crop  receipts  will  be 
about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  but  may  show  some  slight  decline  from 
March  with  further  seasonal  decreases  in  income  from  cotton  and  tobacco „ 
Livestock  receipts,  on  the  other  hand,  are  expected  to  be  about  the  same 
as  in  March,  but  a  little  less  than  in  April  19^5° 

On  the  basis  of  indications  for  the  first  U  months  of  19U69  it 
appears  that  total  cash  receipts  for  the  first  6  months  this  year  will 
not  exceed  those  for  the  first  half  of  last  year,  and  may  be  slightly

Total  receipts  during  December  shoved  rid  significant  change  from  De- 
cember 1QU1+,  although  cash  receipts  from  crops'-  increased  5  percent,  with  income  froj 
corn  and  wheat  rising  sharply.

Wheat,  oats,  and  truck  crops  snowed  substantial  rains, 
but  apples,,  soybeans,  and  dry  edible  beans  declined ' significantly . 

West  North  Central  Region   

Total  cash  receipts  in  December  were  11  uerc-nt  above  the  year  before. 
Crops  rose  29  percent  as  receipts  from  the  record  -heat' crop  gained  sharply. 
Livestock  and  products  were  5  percent  greater  than  the  year  before,  witih"hbgG 
and  eggs  making  the  largest  gains.  :  

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  I9U5  shoved  the  largest,  regional  gain, 
which  amounted  to  13  percent  according  to  the  r  evised'  estimates.    Corn  accounted 
for  most  of  this  increase. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Total  cash  receipts  in  December  dropped  11  percent  below  the  same 
month    in  Crops  declined  15  percent,  as"  cotton  and  aeries  dropped  sharp-

South  Central  Region 

A  gain  of  k  percent  was  registered  for  total  cash  receipt's  in  December 
as  compared  with  December  19UU.    Income  from  crops  was  5  percent  greater  than  the 
year  before,  with  tobacco  making  an  unusual  gain.    Cash  receipts  from  livestock 
and  products  were  about  the  same  as  in  December  19^..    The  drop  in  income  from 
meat  animals,  butter,  and  butt erf at  nearly  of f set' ga^ns  for  poultry,  eggs,  and 
wholesale  milk.  ' 

Income  from  crops  in  I9U5  was  11  percent  below '  l^k  .according  to  the 
revised  estimates,  as  the  sharp  drop  in  cotton  was  only  partially  offset  bv  the 
marked  increase  in  tobacco.

Total  cash  receipts  in  December  were  19  percent  greater  than  in  Decem- 
ber 19*44.    Crops  were  2h  percent  above  the  year  before f with  gains  in  receipts 
from  oranges,  wheat,  apples,  and  truck  crops  accounting  for  a  substantial  part  of 
the  increase.    Livestock  was  11  percent  greater  than  a  year  ago,  as  cattle  and 
turkeys  made  significant  gains. 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  19^5  were  only  slightly  greater  than  in 
13hkf  with  gains  from  truck  crops,  citrus  fruits,  and  sugar  beets    more  than 
offsetting  declines  in  wheat  and  grapes. 

Cash  Receipts  from  Livestock  and  Products  Compared  with  Crops 
in  the  ge  st  North  Central  Region~92U-1& 

In  the  West  North  Central  Region,  receipts  from  livestock  and  products 
accounted  for  62  percent  of  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I92U  com- 
pared with  7*+  percent  in  19*44#    Although  this  would  indicate  a  general  tendency 
over  the  20-year  period  for  income  from  livestock  and  products  to  represent  a 
larger  share  of  total  cash  receipts,  the  trend  has  not  been  consistently  upward 
during   this  whole  period.     In  the  7  years  following  192^+,  there  was  a  decided 
upward  movement;  and  by  1531  income  from  livestock  and  products  accounted  for  SI 
percent  of  total  cash  receipts,  with  crops  representing  only  19  percent.  Since 
1931,  however,  the  part  attributable  to  livestock  and  products  has  moved  downward 
rather  irregularly,  reaching  a  low  of  72  percent  in  I9UC    In  19u2,  this  percent- 
age rose  to  a  slightly  higher  level,  and  there  has  been  little  change  since  then. 

The  percentage  shares  of  the  different  items  of  livestock  and  products 
tend  to  show  movements  similar  to  that  for  the  total  of  all  livestock  and  pro- 
ducts in  the  region.    Cash  receipts  from  cattle  and  calves  increased  rather  con- 
sistently during  the  first  half  of  the  period,  from  19  percent  in  1924  to  27  per- 
cent in  193^»     Since  then,  there  has  been  considerable  fluctuation,  but  the  trend 
has  been  downward.    By  19^,  cattle  and  calves  accounted  for  only  20  percent  of 
total  cash  receipts  from  all  farm  marketings. 

The  percentage  share  represented  by  income  from  hogs  has  shown  somewhat 
similar  changes.    From  22  percent  in  1924,  the  hog  share  moved  upward  irregularly 
to  28  in  1931.  hut  receded  to  a  low  of  19  in  19*4-0 .     Since  then,  another  upward 
tendency  has  been  evident,  with  the  percentages  reaching  28  in  19^3  snd  27  in 

Income  from  dairy  products  increased  from  10  percent  of  total  cash 
receipts  in  1924  to  17  percent  in  193^,  and  then  declined  to  about  11  percent  by 
1944.    Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  increased  from  9  percent  of  the  total  in  I92U 
to  more  than  12  percent  in  1935 •     It  dropped  to  a  level  of  9  or  10  percent  during 
the  next  6  years,  but  was  up  again  to  around  12  percent  in  19^3  sn.d.  19^4. 

Receipts  from  grains  and  hay,  accounting  for  70  -  85  percent  of  total 
crop  receipts  in  the  region,  dropned  from  31  percent  of  total  cash  receipts  from 
all  farm  marketings  in  1P2U  to  less  than  14  percent  in  1931*    G-rains  and  hay  have 
become  a  little  more  important  in  recent  years,  however,  representing  19  percent 
of  total  cash  receipts  in  1944.

The  preliminary  estimate  of  total  cash  receipts  from  crop  marketings  for 
the  country  as  a  whole  in  1945  is  at  about  the  same  level  as  the  revised  estimate 
for  1944,  the  sharp  decline  in  cotton  offsetting  marked  increases  in  tobacco  and 
feed  crops. 

The  small  income  from  cotton  in  1945  compared  with  1944  resulted  from 
the  smaller  1945  production. 

Cash  receipts  from  tobacco  showed  the  largest  percentage  as  well  as 
actual  gain  in  19^5  over  1944.    The  volume  of  tobacco  marketings  was  much  greater 
in  19^5,  both  in  the  quantity  of  the  194U  crop  marketed  in  early  19^5  and  in  the 
quantity  of  the  1945  crop  sold  before  January  1,  19^60    An  unusually  large  pro- 
portion of  high  quality  cigar  types  from  the  1944  crop  was  not  released  for  sale 
until  the  latter  part  of  1944;  this  late  release  increased  marketings  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1945 *    The  1945  crop  was  the  largest  ever  produced  (about  4  percent 
above  1944) ,  resulting  in  relatively  heavy  marketings  during  the  latter  part  of 
19^5 •    ^he  price  factor  was  also  significant,  monthly  prices  for  tobacco  in  I9U5 
having  averaged  about  8  percent  above  1944. 

The  increase  in  cash  receipts  from  feed  crops  was  due  largely  to  the 
heavy  1945  oat  and  hay  crops. 

Although  apple  prices  during  19^5  were  somewhat  higher  than  the  year 
before,  the  crop  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  country  was  very  light,  and  the  de- 
cline in  cash  receipts  from  apples,  together  with  smaller  decreases  for  some  of 
the  other  deciduous  fruits,  more  than  offset  gains  made  by  most  of  the  citrus 
fruits. 

The  unusually  large  production  of  sugar  beets  in  1945  was  mainly 
responsible  for  the  increase  in  receipts  from  sugar  crops.

While  cash  receipts  iron  crop  marketings  for  the  country  as  a  "hole 
were  about  the  same  in  19^5  ?-s  -n  19^.  the  tables  presented  in  the  following 
pages  show  that  significant  differences  occurred  in  some  States  and  regions. 

The  greatest  difference  was  in  the  West  North  Central  Region,  where  in- 
come from  crous  in  19^5  shoved  a  g^in  of  13  percent  over  the  "ear  "before.  In- 
creases made  by  corn,  wheat,  oats,  and  flaxseed  were  especially  large  in  this 
region.    The  largest  decline  was  in  receipts  from  cotton  (Missouri).    The  in- 
crease in  19^5  crop  receipts  in  Nebraska  of  about        million  dollars  represented 
the  greatest  actual  gain  of  any  State  in  the  country.    Sharp  advances  in  income 
from  corn  and  wheat  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase  in  this  State. 

The  most  pronounced  regional  decline  was  10  percent  in  the  South  Central 
Region,  for  which  the  smaller  19^-5  crops  of  cotton  and  '•.'inter  wheat  were  largely 
responsible,  more  than  offsetting  a  marked  increase  in  tobacco.    Substantial  de- 
clines were  made  in  most  States  in  the  region,  with  Mississippi  showing  a  decrease 
of  28  percent.    Kentucky,  on  the  other  hand,  made  a  gain  of  U5  percent. 

Tobacco  was  responsible  for  a  53  percent  gain  in  Connecticut,  the 
largest  proportionate  increase  of  any  State  in  the  country.

Cash  receipts  from  crop  marketings  in  l$hh  are  now  estimated  at  9.039 
million  dollars,  an  increase  of  5  percent  over  the  estimate  published  a  year  ago. 
The  following  table  shows  the  differences  in  the  estimates  for  groups  of  crops  as 
they  now  stand  and  as  they  were  before  the  current  revisions.

The  greatest  differences  are  in  food  grains,  oil-bearing  crops,  feed 
crops,  and  vegetables.    The  crops  mainly  responsible  for  th^se  changes  are  wheat, 
soybeans,  hay,  and  potatoes.    Information  now  available  indicates  that  an 
unusually  large  part  of  the  19^+  production  for  nan-'  crops  was  sold  in  19^,  in- 
creasing the  income  from  crops  for  I9UI+  but  decreasing  it  for  I9I+5.    This  "as 
especially  true  of  the  four  crops  mentioned  above.
